The Admiral cherged that 
American naval headquarters in 
London did not receive co-operation 
from the Navy Department and 
that the department did not arrive 
at any decided plan of action until 
ten months after he arrived in 
London. He added that “it was ten 
months before we really came to the 
aid of the Allies or acted on their 
recom mendations.”

ROTHAPFEL AS A 
CINEMA REFORMER. 


Tribute to Director of Film 
Presentation from Eng- 
BY RAYMOND BLATHWAYT. 


(Mr. Blathwayt came to America 
on a special mission last year. He 
is an English author. His autobiog- 
raphy, “Through Life and Round 
the World,” which Robert dichens, 
the famous novelist, described as be-

C. P. Scott of Manchester is 
Premier’s Great Prop. 


Wields Tremendous Power in 
British Politics. 
But Blundering in Ireland may 
Cause a Split. 
BY T. P. O'CONNOR. 
[SPECIAL FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE | 
“LONDON, Dec. 27.—When Mr. 
Lioyd George went down to the 


Manchester Reform Club he had to 
face about as critical and unfriend- 


.}ly an audience as ever it was his 
bad fortune to meet. The Manchester 
‘| Liberals are a very robust race, and 


they are especially robust on the is- 
sue of free trade against protec- 
tion, for their great cotton industry 
depends entirely on that system of 
free trade which permits them to 
get cheap food from all parts of the 
world; and through cheap food they 
are enabled te give the lower 


duction to a level that enables them 
to compete with all the world in 
the production of cotton goods, 
though an ounce of cotton cannot 
be grown within the borders of the 
great county of Lancashire. Of all 
the people who were present at this 
critical lunch to Mr. Lioyd George, 
there was one above all others whom 
he wanted to capture. If he caught 
him nobody else really counted. If 
he failed to catch him then his mis- 
sion to Manchester was a failure. 
That man was C. P. Scott. C. P. 
Scott is one of the great and even 


. decisive forces in the public life of 


Engiand, though few men in such a 
great position are so little known 
to the general public. Everytody 
knows the Manchester Guardian, 
but few people know C. P. Scott, and 
yet C. P. Scott is the Manchester 
Guardian in just as real a sense as 
in my early days C. A. Dana was 
the New York Sun. Many men drift 
inte journalism because they find it 
the readiest way of making a liv- 
ing when they are young and pen- 
niless and have not the money to 
pay the big costs and to live through 


delay before business comes. 


But Scott took up journalism as the 
main and only business of his life 
almost from his birth. 

COUSIN HEAD OF GREAT DAILY. 
This Was doubtless partly due to 
the fact that a cousin of his was the 
chief proprietor of the great daily 
of Lancashire; but it must also have 
been from sheer inclination, for he 
Was Well enough off to choose an- 
other profession, and he had got ail 
the advantage of a university educa- 
tion at Oxford But as far back as 
1872 he came to the Manchester 
there he has re- 
mained ever since, rarely leaving the 
city, rarely leaving his office, ex- 
cept for a comparatively brief inter- 
val when he yielded to the tempta- 
tion, to an Englishman, of becom- 
ing a member of Parliament. That 
was a foolish and even a disastrous 
interruption In an otherwWise per- 
fectly harmonious and well-ordered 
life. As a great editor Scott begun, 
@s @ great editor he has lived: as 
a great editor he will die. 

The Manchester Guardian is one 
of the very best papers in England. 
Its leaders are sober, well-informed, 
written by university men with a 
close touch on life; above all, they 
are honest. They represent a con- 
sistent, perhaps, a_rigid schuo!: 
of doctrine; often they are in viocicnt 
opposition to the current and domi- 
nating opinion of the English peo} ls 
as a whole; but they always remain 
consistent with a y of doctrine 


| which is adhered to with the same 


rigidity as a sy®%em _ theology. 
Often the Manchester Guardian has 
risked its whole existence on stand- 
ing by convictiong which are repus- 
nant to the whole mass of popular 
opinion. This was the case mainly 
during the Boer War, when, in spite 
at first of English defeats and then 
of English victories, the Guardian 
stood by the cause of th 


it was supposed 
to tremble in the balance between 
continuance and bankruptcy. But 
the Guardian went steadily and 
boldly on its way and damned the 
consequences. Ag a matter of fact, 
I do not believe that the commer- 
cial position of the Guardian ever 
confronted anything lke serious 
danger, and for the good reason that 
whatever might be its editorial va- 
garies——as they appeared to a coun- 
try inflamed with war passion — it 
always remained a great newspaper, 
& great purveyor of news, that is to 
say. Manchester is a business city, 
and every Manchester business man 
knew that if he wanted to get the 
fullest, the latest and the most re- 
liable news with regard to business, 
he could find it only in the Guardian. 
He might swear at the leaders, but 
he had to read the story of the 
Stock Exchange and the cotton mar- 
kets, and it was in the Guardian 
alone he could find such news. 

ITS FAMOUS LONDON LETTER. 


Another great feature in the his- 
tory of the Guardian is its London 
letter. The London [fetter indeed 
was to a large extent the creation 
of the Guardian. It is a compara- 
tively new feature in the history of 
British journalism, at least in its 
present form. It is there that you 
find not merely the inner gossip of 
the House of Commons and of the 
clubs, but also of society. It is the 
human side of the paper which deals 
with the personalities as well as the 
principle of politics and other 
things. And this London letter of 
the Guardian has been built up on 
a plan which when it started was 
unknown to British journalism. In- 
stead of being written by one writ- 
er, as is usually the case, this letter 
is open to everybody; the smallest 
free-lance journalist can send in a 
paragraph with the certainty that at 
least it will be considered on its 
merits, will be used if acceptable 
will be well paid for. 

I have earned many a guinea in 
its columns during the dreary years 
when I had no settled position on 
any newspaper. When I entered 
the London office of the great paper 
I was sure to find entering or depart- 
ing people from all! kinds of circ! 
a@ great civil service officta? who did 
not object to adding something toe 
his income; a man of the stage: a 
lady of high social connections. This 
feature of the paper was so care- 
fully looked after that no money 
Was grudged that might make it im- 
portant. I have heard of fifteen 
men being all engaged and all paid 
for finding out a certain piece of im- 
portant information; when § the 
paragraph appeared it created a sen- 


sation, for it gave definite news for 


wages that reduce their ¢ost of pro-} 


the first time to the great public of 
a great impending political event; 
but the paragraph consisted only of 
three sentences. To that small 
dimension all the accounts of the 
fifteen different contributors had 
been boiled down. But the Man- 
chester Guardian found its reward 
for the unused and yet paid for 
“copy” in having one of the big 
newspaper scoops of the epoch. 

Thus it is that the Guardian oc- 
cupies such a dominating position 
in all Lancashire, and,. after all. 
Lancashire 1s the “key” county of 
England; it is always doubtful and 
it is always powerful; a minister 
who keeps Lancashire can retain of- 
fice; a minister who loses it is 
doomed. You can understand, 
why Mr. Lioyd George wanted to 
capture Mr, Scott. 

FRIEND OF LLOYD GEORGE. 

There is another reason, however. 
Mr. Scott hag beep for many years 


frflend of Mr. Lioyd George. 
be no news to your readers that that 
intensely modern man grasped long 
before any of his rivals the impor- 
tance of the press as a political and 
Even more than 


own best publicity man. 
great break came between Asquith 
and Liovd George during the war 
Scott was a Lioyd George man; he 
had lost hope in Asquith as a minis- 
ter. The ties thus formed remained 
close and Scott remained a friend 
of Lioyd George long after all the 
other old associates of Lioyd George 
had turned away from him in sus- 
picion and even in disgust. Scott 
would like to stick by Lioyd George 
still, but Lioyd George has violated 
the ark of covenant in Scott’s mind 
on two subjects—free trade and 
Ireland. To free trade, in common 
with all Lancashire Liberals, Scott 
must remain inflexibly true, and the 
anti-dumping bill and other flirta- 
tions of Lloyd George, with the 
protectionists who keep him in 
power, became the touchstone of 
this friendship. On ireland, Scott 
has’ been equally inflexible avd im- 
mutable, and Lioyd George's patron- 
age of the worst militarist and co- 
ercionist system Ireland has had for 
more than a quarter of a century 


has shaken to its very Toundations 
the friendship between the vo 
men. 


What manner of man is this great 
editor who wields such tremendous 
power with such unfailing intelli- 
gence, wth such rig:d and inflexibie 
honesty? He is a man of middle 
height rather below than above it, 
with a robust and energetic frame, 
but a slight frame all the same-— 
a small and slight scabbard with a 
gieaming sword inside. It is the 
eyes only that give-you an insight 
into the resolute and flery sou.—fiery 
in the English sense where emotion 
is always submerged under an ap- 
pearance of frigid-reserve. But these 
eyes tel. you the tale; large, open, 
red glinting in color, flashing quiet- 
ly, but perpetually, 

It is these eyes, as well as the 
well-shaped nose and the lightish 
beard that suggest the rather close 
resemblance between him and Par- 
nell which so many people have ob- 
served. The likeness indeed is so 
close that the first time I saw Scott 
after Parnell’s death, and when Scott 
turned upon me those wonderful 
eyes of his I got almost an un- 
canny shock: I saw  Parnell’s 
strange, mysterious, dominating gaze 
upon me. once again; he seemed to 
come as @ ghost beyond the grave.

BRITISH STILL 


Working Under Many Sump- 
tuary Restrictions. 


Consumption of Liquor is 
Held Down Rigidly. 


Arrival of Australian Meat 
Gives Relief. 


[A. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. 

LONDON, Dec. 24:—The end of 
one year of peace finds the United 
Kingdom still working under many 
of the war-time restrictions affect- 
ing ordinary living conditions, al- 
though large numbers of the orders 
have been rescinded and others have 


been modified. 

So far as food is concerned, onlv 
sugar and butter are now rationed 
The regulations regarding the 
amount of meat which might be pur- 
chased were removed only a few 
days ago, about one year after the 
close of the war. The consumption 
ef liquor. however, is being held 
down rigidly under the old rules. 
Necessities till rationed. which 
vitally concern the home, include 
coal, gas and electricity. The short- 
age of fuel has been causing consid - 
erable hardship both to the individ- 
val and to industrv. 

CONTINUE MAXIMUM PRICES. 

The Ministry of Food has found it 
advisable to eontinue the maximum 
prices, both wholesale and retail. 
which it fixed for a considerable 
number of necessities. 

Apart from the matter of fond 
and fuel, the Board of Trade is 
maintaining control of the exporta- 
tion and importation of a long list 
ef articles. The ban has been re- 
moved from some goods, but this hos 
been mainly in the case of things 
importation of which had been for- 
bidden and which the country found 
itself short of. 

Removal of restrictions on most of 
the food necessities has not solved 
the living problem of the masses. 
however. There is still a «great 
shortage of many things, and, more- 
over, prices, which went down last 
summer, have now mounted to about 
where they were at the signing of 
the armistice 

CAUSES OF INCREASE. 

The increase ig attributed partly 
to the world scarcity of necessities, 
partly to the augmented demand 
from the recently belligerent coun- 
tries, and partly to inflated currency 
and adverse foreign exchanges. The 
last named have had a pronounced 
influence on prices and it is the be- 
lief of economic experts that food 
cannot become much cheaper unti) 
these are adjusted, even though 
there is an increase in production. 

The butter ration is placed at one 
and one-half ounces for each per- 
son per week. This refers to the im- 
ported product only, there being no 
restriction on the use of home-made 
butter. As a matter of fact, vir- 
tually no butter is being madg¢in the 
United Kingdom these days, so that 
the consumer has to depend upon 
margarine and foreign butter. 

SUGAR RATION DECREASED 
“ The reason there is so little home- 
produced butter on the market is 
that the retail price, approximately 
60 cents a pound, bears no relation 
to the actual] cost of butter to the 
farmer. This month farmers can 
sell milk at 64 cents a galion, and it 
takes two and one-half gallons of 
milk to produce a pound of butter. 
If English butter were selling at ite 
trie economic value it would be 
about $1.24 per pound. 

Until recently the sugar ration 
was twelve ounces for each person 
per week, but, owing to the short- 
age, this allowance has been de- 
creased to eight ounces, and is ex- 
pected to remain at that mark for 
many months. The amount allowed 
to the confectionery and sweets 
trades has been reduced 25 per 
cent. and a further reduction is ex- 
pected with the new year. 

MORE MEAT ON SALE. 

Butchers’ meat was rationed un- 
til a few days ago, each person be- 
ing allowed 40 cents’ worth per 
week. consequence of the re- 
ceipt recently of a large supply of 
mutton and lamb from Australia and 
New Zealand, it was found possible 
to remove all rationing restrictions, 
and the Food Ministry has expressed 
the hope that people will relieve the 
food situation by eating more meat, 
which is welcome advice for Eng- 

d 


Despite the small ration, only 
about 80 per cent.’of the meat al- 
lowance was being demanded by 
ticket holders each week. This was 
due either to a change of habits 
since the beginning of the war or to 
the high cost. Whenever a butcher 
had a balance of meat left over at 
the week-end he was permitted to 
sell it to any one of his customers, 
irrespective of whether they had al- 
ready had their ration or not. In 
this way some people were able to 
exceed the amount provided for by 
their permits 

RESTRICTIONS ON BEER. 

The sale of beer and spirits is stil! 
restricted in quantity, and t 
strength. of both beer and whisky is 
much below the pre-war average. 
As a result, it is said, there has been 
an increase in sobriety. Whisky is 
at present about 30 per cent. under 
proof. Alccholic drinks can only be 


purchased between. noon and 2:30] 


D.m., and between 6 and 10 o’clock 
at night. 

The Food Ministry still fixes 
wholesale prices for a number of 
other commodities and the Ministry 
is the actual purchaser and dis- 
tributor of cheese, bacon, ham, lard, 
dried fruits, bread, butter, cocoa- 
powder, condensed milk and canned 
fish. The fixing of the maximum 
price, it must be noted, does not pre- 
vent the sale of goods for a sum be- 
low that amount, and in many cases 
foodstuffs are being vended much 
below the limit fixed by law. 

PROFIT FOR MINISTRY. 


The Ministry is believed to be the 
largest in the world. Its annual ex- 
penditure is about $1,000,000,000. 
The object of the department is not 
to make a profit, but in transactions 
of this magnitude it its impossible 
to make both sides of the account 
balance. 

fhe actual figures are not yet 
available, but it is expected that the 
profit this year will not exceed $2,- 
500,000. Last there was a 
profit of about $35,000,000, the 
whole of which was expended during 
the summer in supplying certain ar- 
ticles of food below their cost price. 
Thus the profit does not enrich the 
treasury, but goes entirely for the 
benefit of the consumer.

The forming of farmers’ market- 
ing associations has, indeed, resulted in the 
partial elimination of market manipulation, 
and of unreasonable profits made by mid- 
diemen, but the associations hope in the 
long run to save more money for the con- 
sumer as well as themselves by their or- 
ganization policies and methods. 


For many decades the farmer has been 
the poorest paid of any clase of producers. 
If he earned 6 per cent. on his investment 
he wag as tickled as a boy with his first 
pair of skates.

Not 
until recently have the farmers collectively 
insisted on a return for capital invested.

PROPER HANDLING OF NURSERY 
TREES KEY 10 ORCHARD SUCCESS,

+ ECIDUOUS tree planting will soon be in| plenty of time to consider the laying out of 


full swing. Already there are signs of 

planting activity evident in sites staked 
out and even in some cases in holes .dug. 
The prospective planter who, by this time 
has not made up his mind as to varieties tv 
plant had better lose no time doimg so. He 
hasn't a moment to spare—so unprecedented 
has been the demand for nursery stock. 
Stocks of apricots, figs, prunes, and walnuts 
are reported to be nearly depieted. Indeed, 
many hundreds, and even thousands of acres 
which would have been planted this spring 
will unquestionably have to be used for oth- 
er crops, the planting being deferred until

The California Olive Association is now 
perfecting plans for a nation-wide advertis- 
ing campaign to acquaint the American pub- 
lic with the merits of the California olive 
and to follow the lines of similar campaigns 
successfully carried on by the citrus and 
walnut growers, This is an excellent move, 
and coming at this time will serve to off- 
set the damage to the*olive’s. reputation oc- 
casioned by the recent poisoning cases, as 
well as placing the olive men in a position 
better to dispose of the rapidly-growing 
yield of the State at fair prices. . 


EXPLOSIVE BILL OPPOSED. 

The proposal of the government, through 
the Bureau of Mines, to perpetuate the 
stringent wartime emergency restrictions 
having to do with the handling of explosives, 
is bringing an earnest protest from powder 
and dynamite manufacturers and dealers, as 
well as from many growers who find explo- 
sives essential to their agricultural opera- 
tious. The opponents of the plan point out 
that bomb outrages and other criminal and 
illegal uses of explosives are always the 
work of those who, in the very nature of 
things, steal the powder or dynamite they 
use so as to leave no clues or evidence of 
purchase, or who secure the ingredients 
from various sources and make their own 
explesive. To unnecessagily hamper the 
farmer in the acquisition of explosives, they 
declare, is to partially cut off froni his use 
material of great value to him in his work 
without accomplishing any real good in re- 
turn. Senators and Congressmen from 
various States are being petitioned to op- 
pose a measure so rigorous as that proposed. 


PAYS TO GRADE COTTON. 


Texas growers producing cotton of good 
staple and marketing it co-operatively fe- 
ceived from 1% to 8 cents more a pound for 
their coiton than was received for other cot- 
ton grown in the same community and sold 
by individual farmers. Demonstrations have 
been made to acquaint producers with the 
desirability of classifying their cotton be- 
fore sale, and to show them how to use mar 
ket quotations in determining the value of 
their crop.

Take plenty of time and care in laying out 
the irrigation system if you ever intend to 
irrigate. Time and effort spent at this stage 
of the game will pay a hunpdredfold. Remem- 
ber an orchard is a long-time investment. 

if there is any suspicion of hard formation 
within the radius of root growth, which can 
readily be determined by the use of a soil 
augur or spade, don’t hesitate to use a chatge 
of explosives sufficient to thoroughly shatter 
this untoward condition. 

CARE OF NURSERY STOCK. 

If you are not ready to plant when the 
trees arrive, and the chances are that you 
won't be, especially if you are planting any 
considetable acreage, take every possible 
precaution to prevent them suffering from 
exposure. First and foremost, don't let 
them lie around at the depot until it is con- 
venient to go after them. Make it convenient 
to get them just as soon after they arrive as 
possible. And don't open the crates and 
haul them out home without cover, exposed 
to the air and sun, and pile them in the barn. 


EverytLirg depends on those trees gnd care , 
in handling them is extremely important if © 


they are to grow and thrive. Every year 
thousands of dollars are lost in nursery trees 
because of lack of proper attention in han- 
dling them after they are received. 

If you have to haul trees any distance after 
they are uncrated, wet-them down and cover 
them over with something to prevent the 
roots from drying out. The best way is to 
haul the crates, if they come crated, ont to 
the orchard and heel the trees in as fast as 
taken out. For heeling-in a location on a 
knoll where the soil does not get saturated 
or hold water in the trench should be se 
lected. Dig a good trench and when 
trees are heeled in see that the dirt 
sifted about the roots so that they w 
dry ont: If the weather is cold, do 
trees lie over night in the water t 
unprotected. They may be frosted, 
often does not show up for a season or 
after the trees are set. Care taken in 
dling the trees will be amply repaid in a 
form stand and thrifty growth.

Mr. Paine 
says that despite the difficulties the killing 
effects of the fumigation have been excep- 
tionally good. In the Redlands section there 
were not many groves that needed fumigat- 
ing for once in four years fs usually suf- 
ficient to Keep down the scale. The work 
in the Upland and Ontario district kept the 
company busy for some time and in the Or 
ange county section fumigating is necessary 
much oftener because of the fogs. The 
scale is being well controlled throughout the 
south now and the growers are anxious to 
keep it down as much as possible. The 
heat wave! that took the orange crop two 
years ago had its value for never was the 
scale harder hit than it was that summer.

BYRN MAWR.-—After experimenting for 
some time they have learned how to grow 
“spuds” at the sanatorium of the Seventh 
Day Adventists at Loma Linda. The soll has 
been doctored until now a forty-acre tract 
will produce just about all the potatoes that 
are needed there ahd that is a lot, several 
tons in fact.

BETTER SEED DEMANDED. 

COACHELLA.—Buyers, gin owners and 
ranchers here are unanimous in the opinion 
that if cotton is to become one of the staple 
industries of this district, steps must be 
taken to secure a better quality of seed. 
With the practical elimination of the famous 
sea island cotton from the markets of the 
world, it is felt that the Durango cotton 
grown in this valley comes ne. er to filling 
the gap in the market than ax other va- 
riety. Practically none of the Durango cot-| 
ton grown here so far has veen pure, how- 
ever, all being Mixed w‘.n the short staple. 
Buyers were wiiline «co purchase if on ac 
count of the larg. pereentage of the Duran- 
go which it carried. Samples of the Coa- 
chella cotton have been submitted to- Dr. 
Cook of the U. 8. Department of Agriculture, 
Prof. Walter T. Swingle, chief of the Bu@bau 
of Plant Industry, and Karl F. Kellerman 
and H. F. Loomis, their assistants, Who re- 
cently visited the valley, on the way from 
China. Their unanimous verdict was that, 
with better seed, the value of average cot- 
ton produced here could be doubled. Owing 
to the ravages of the boll weevil, the sea 
island plantations of the Atlantic States 
have been ruined. In the opinion of these 
experts the soil and climate of the Coachella 
Valley are ideal for the growing of the Du- 
rango, but if success is to be obtained, a bet- 
ter stock of seed must be secured. Dr. Cook 
and the other members of the party assured 
cotton men assembled in meeting that they

Wasteballs can be taken from the liquid 
by means of a hook, pointed stick or for- 
ceps, using one wasteball to each burrow. 
Each ball when saturated should be placed 
as far down the burrow as possible. After 
introducing the wasteballs, a period of time 
should be allowed to elapse to insure prop- 
er vaporization of the liquid. This wilf de- 
pend upon whether conditions, for instance, 
a warm day would call, for four or five 
minutes, a cold, damp day as long as ten 
minutes. This perlod can be utilized by 
placing balls in other burrows. Following 
the waiting period a match or torch can 
be applied te explode the gas formed. A

meat to fowls, extensive poultry raisers buy 
old, worn-out dobbins and slaughter them 
and feed their meat to the poultry. This is 
done on a large scale in parts of California. 
‘Operators report increased egg yields by 
the hens as a consequence of the liberal 
use of meat In the ration. Several Arizona 
poultry farmers formerly made a practice 
of feeding wild burro meat to their hens 
with as attractive and in results 
as come from the feeding of horse meat. 
These’ ranchers used to pay the Indians 
bounties for rounding up wild burros in the 
mountainous country and killing and trans- 
» porting the carcasses to the poultry plants. 
FISH MAKB GOOD FEED. 

Practically any kind of wild game or 
varieties of fish which are not valuable for 
human food purposes are highly satisfactory 
in the poultry dietary. Where fish are 
abundant it ordinarily is the custom for the 
fishermen to throw back into the water or 
else throw away any fish which are not 
highly desirable for eating. e use of 
these fish as feed for hens would be quite 
. ideal, and, apparently, there is splendid op- 
portunity for some poultrymen to locate 
commercial] plants near Los Angeles Harbor. 


On the average farm where poultry is 
kept only as a side line, meat meal and fish 
scraps are usually little used im the ration 
because, as a rule, they are expensive com- 
pared with the other nutriments cemmoply 
furnished the fowls. Many farmers make up 
for thig deficiency of protein in the ration 

“by the Hberal feeding of skim milk. Others 
maintain their hens on farm-grown grain 
without the essential supplemegtary protein, 
and as a consequence, suffer a 
loss in the yield of eggs. it is economy for 


wasteball on the end of a stiff wire and 
dipping in carbon bisulphid or kerosene. 
Such a torch will burn for some time. This 
explosion will tend to force the gas to 
the more distant recesses of the burrow, 
hence insuring better distribution of the 
gases formed by the explosion.. 


Immediately following this treatment 
every burrow should be sealed with damp 
earth and very tightly tamped to prevent 
the gas from escaping. Carbon bisulphid 
should be used only when the ground is suf- 
ficiently damp to prevent the gas from 
escaping through cracks or porous earth. 
When properly applied it will produce a 
killing not approached by any poisoning 
method. 

While for general use exploding of the 
vaporized gas is recommended because this 
material is utilized at a time when evapo- 
ration is necessarily slow, on the other 
hand excellent results may be obtained 
without exploding when the weather is 
warm or the temperature of the ground is 
not cold as in winter. 

Exceptional precautions must be observed 
to keep fire away from containers holding 
carbon bisulphid in view of the extremely 
explosive nature of the ma

FEEDING SHEEP ON 
SMALL PASTURE AREA. 


The old dictum of making two blades of 
grass prosper where oné formerly succumbed 
has been applied to sheep farming in an ex- 
periment conducted by specialists of the 
U. 8. Department of Agriculture. A field of 
thirty acres has been used exclusively during 
the past four seasons, for producing forage 
crops to be harvested by sheep. The field ig 
divided into ten plots, and during the recent 
season every portion grew at least two dif- 
ferent crops, while on some of the unit areas 
three crops were grown and grazed. 

Fallsown wheat provided the earliest 
available pasturage in. the spring, and after 
this was exhausted the sheep were shifted to 
an early spring sowing of oats and peas. 
Thence they moved to another tract of oats 
and peas, where they grazed lururiantly and 
well until the supply of green stuff was cur- 
tailed, when they were transferred to alfalfa 
and rape pasturage. This medley mixture of 
green feed 
the middie of July, when soy beans were 
available for pasture purposes. 

As a consequence of the intensive utili- 
zation of pasture crops for mutton and wool 
production, this fleld of thirty acres fur- 
nished sufficient feed for seventy ewes and 
sixty lambs for a 200-day period. The best 
grazing resulted from a patch of three acres 
of soy beans, which carried sixty sheep for 
thirty days with satisfactory results. 
system of managenfent followed was to 
mov6 the lambs and, as far as possible, the 
old @wes at regular intervals of not less than 
twojweeks from one patch of green feed to 
anotiier. This practice of moving the sheep 
th as Well ag the 
plan of plowing the land fer the subse. 
quent crop, eliminated the danger of loss 
from stomach worms. 

Although the system requires some extra 
preparation of the land and seeding, as well 
as shifting of the sheep from one plat to 
another and providi: « plenty of water for 
the mutton makers, tt nevertheless is be- 
lieved worthy of. trial, especially in sections 
of high-priced farming land where a ma-!- 
mum return must be realized from every 
acre used. 

‘There would be a higher expense for 
seed than in ordinary farming, but the 
amount of labor required and its distribu- 
tion throughout the year would afford a 
very marked advantage in favor of sheep 
- farming as compared with other agricul- 
tural activities producing an equal revenue,

GLENDALE (Ariz.)-~-While the Sait River 
Valley of Arizona, under the Roosevéit irri- 
gation project, made some great strides for- 
ward in production, during the year just 
closed, it remained for the Glendale dis- 
trict, in the north part of the valley, to out- 
strip all its neighbors of Maricopa county 
in actual increase of production, as is mani- 
fested by the figures just compiled by the 
Glendale District Commercial Club. 

Statistics furnished by the Santa Fe offi- 
cials show that 700 per cent. more wheat 
was shipped from the Glendale district in 
1919 tham fér the year before. Cotton ship- 
ments show an increase in 1919 over 1918 
of 400 per. cent. Other Increases in ship- 
‘ments of farm products follow: 

Grain shipments in 1919 increased 54 per 
cent. over 1918. 

Cantaloupe shipments, despite the fact 
‘that 300 carloads were lost through an un- 
precedented rain, increased 10 per Cent. 
over 1918. 

Lettuce shipments incfeased 20 per cent. 
over the former year, this year’s lettuce 
crop, now coming on the market, will be 
40 to 60 per cent. heavier than in 1919, ac 
cording to the produce growers’ exchange. 

Alfalfa shows an increase of but 1 per 
cent., while cattle shipments declined 31 
per cent. This is due to the fact that the

» FARM POWER MACHINES 
ATTRACT FARM WORKER 


A large proportion of men who seek work 
on farms are below the age of 35 years, gen- 
erally men who are attracted by improved 
machinery for crop production. A tractor 
working in field or orchard, a new thresher, 
Chines, or any of the new me- 
chanical aids to farming are powerful in- 
fluéfices in inducing workers to accept em- 
ployment on farms using these new ma- 
chines. There is still a shortage of farm 
laborers, and there will probably be a short- 
age through the next harvest. Tractors and 
other improved farm power machines are 
doing a great work in recruiting men for 
the vital work of food production, say farm- 
ers who have come to a realization of this 
fact. - 

When farm workers casually meet, there 
is almost invariably a discussion of the 
equipment on the several farms in 
Vicinity, to the detriment of those places 
whieh are run down in the matter of ma- 
chinery and “things to do with.” It is a 
matter of pride to a hired worker to state 
that his employer purchases modern equip- 
ment, striving to aid his men in every way, 
and to make his farm more efficient: 

Even if the farm worker does not drive a 
tractor or superintend the operation of farm 
machines, he*is partial to the farms that em- 
ploy these machines when it comes to select- 
ing a place to work. 

A large proportion of farm workers are 
mechanically inclined, and desire to extend 
their knowledge of mechanics by operating 
a tractor or other machine on the farm. This 
is one of the reasons why the tratcor farmer 
generally has more applications for work 
from men than the farmer who does not 
for larger and better pro- 

ction 

Following horse: drawn implements 
through the field is not such drudgery when 
the animals are well trained to the work, ahd 
the soil is not too resistant. Driving a trac 
tor which readily responds to a turn of the 
wheel or a shift of the levers is, however, 
much more to the worker's liking.

TO PREVENT DILUTION. 

Tractors using kerosene, and, to a lesser 
degree, those using distillate, are generally 
fitted with an intake warming arrangement 
to heat the fuel before it enters the com- 
bustion chamber, and thus toe prevent con- 


oll. But in this climate it does not take 
long for the cheaper grades of fuel to be: 
come heated by the motor, thus preventing 
dilution. 

Even in iractors specifying kerosene. 
however, little of this fuel is used in Call- 


fornia, where the weetern distillates are 
cheap and vaporize more easily. 

The oil weed in the transmission, if it 
ig not fed from the same splash or 
as the mother parts of the motor, shoul 
be a :ittle heavier than the oil used to 
lubricate the pistons, cylinders and motor 
bearings. In lubricating the differential, 
follow your instruction bouk, which will 
either specify a very heavy grade of oil, or. 
soine sort of grease. Pump out the differ. 
ential grease or oil frequently from the 
tractor and put in new grease, as consider 


tractor, and a poor grease breaks down 
rapidly and deteriorates. Be sure and at- 
tend to the grease cups. Never use a solid 
grease in the transmission. 

In repriring or overhauling the motor, 
the operator should wipe clean from dirt 
the apertures of the engine cylinder doors, 
etc., and not allow any dirt fo fall inte the 
ofl from clothing or other articles. Do not 
use waste or rags in the crankcase of any 
engine as parts of this material are liable 
to fall into the oil and clog the system 
Rinse all wrenches or other tools in distit- 
late before working on the bearings of the 
motor. Keep the ofl at the proper level in 
the crankcase. Do not let it vary an inch

SAYS IMPERIAL IS 
ADAPTED TO RICE. 


CALEXICO.—Gee Shoon of San Francisco, 
editor of a Chinese journal, and promoter 
of many enterprizes in which the Chinese of 


California are interested, has been in the 
Imperial Valley investigating conditions 
jhere with regard to the growing of rice on 
a large scale. This is what he says: 

| “E am convinced that the Imperial Valley 
offers the best inducements to capital in- 
vested in the rice-growing industry of any 
part of the State I have visited. Rice can 
be grown here, | am positive, in great quan- 
tities and of the finest quality. The soil is 
ideal—that is the heaver lands situated 
where drainage can be’ obtained, and the 
climate is probably the most favorable of 
any locality .in the United States that I 
know of. Hot weather, hot days and warm 
naghts are necessary for the growing and 
ripening of rice. There is only one thing 
_jthat I have found that might prove an 
obstacle and that is the water question. Rico 
cannot be grown without water, and plenty 
of it and in a supply to Be 
it is needed: 

“In the Imperial Valley rice should be 
planted about the first of March, The crop 
should be ready for harvest in about 120 
days. Nearly all of this time water must 
stand on the land, since rice grows to ma- 
turity in water. . When the plants are a few 
inches in height, the water must be turned 
on, and the amount must be increased as 
the plants grow. /Practigally speaking, the} 
land must be submerged for three and a 
half.months. ‘When the heads of the grain 
ripen and begin to turn downward the wa- 
ter is shut off, the land drained and dried 
and the rice harvested much as wheat or rye 
is harvested. Here in the Impefial Valley 
headers could be. used, saving the time and 
expense of binding, shocking and other 
items. lf the assurance of plenty of water 
can be had, there is no reason, why rice can- 
fot be grown and the industry made one of 
the lead ones In the valley.”
